So  into  the  paper  goes  the  ad,  and  that  night  the  whole  Maxwell  house  is  crawling  with 
people.  First  comes  Lucy  Burns,  asortof  walking  encyclopedia;  then  Mrs.  Mott,  who  never  says 
a  word  all  through  the  play,  just  comes  in,  sits  down,  gets  up,  and  walks  out.
